Do we, 
as natives, realize the great value 
of these fruits and nuts as bulld- 
ing material for our bodies In the 
sense of keeping the body young’ 
When one considers the number 
of caricads shipped away each 
year, it would seem as if we at 
home were not getting our right- 
ful share. it because we fail 
to realize the value ef this wonder- 
ful life-giving food? Or is it de- 
cause we are indifferent about our 
health. 

The very choicest quality and 
flavor will be found in the fruits 
and nuts grown in California, 
which is highly ap lated by the 
thousands of om wr who visit our 

youny rom all quarters 
be, Yet those of us who 
here take it as a matter of 
fact and occasionally eat a small 
portion. One should make one meal 
a day consisting of fruit and nuts 
— 2 and it should re 
dally throughout the year. Hav- 
ing such a variety of both to se- 
lect from will enable one to make 
frequent changes. 


BUILDS STRENGTH 

The value of fruit and nuts for 
building strength in the form of 
endurance has been demonstrated 
many times. A man in 1902 an- 
ished a 125-mile race by two hours 
ahead of his nearest competitor. 
He subsisted almost entirely on an 
uncooked diet of fruits and nuts. 
And by nearly eight hours in ad- 
vance of his best meat-eating com- 
petitor.
